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Open Conflict, Openly Arrived at 


NDERLYING the conventional courtesies, rightly and properly expressed 
by the managing director of Shell-Mex and B.P., Ltd., in his unconven- 
tional statement on the reintroduction of branded fuels, is the fact that 

the Government and this particular oil company, at any rate, are in open conflict 
over fuel policy. And what is true of the Shell-Mex organization is undoubtedly 
true of the other oil companies operating in Britain. 

Motorists’ sympathies will, of course, be on the side of the oil companies in 
their wish to see a premium brand of petrol restored. But, even if they had never 
heard the pinking of an engine on 70-72 octane Pool, they would surely dislike, as 
this journal has consistently done, the less than honest attitude of successive govern- 
ments in this matter of branded fuel. Under the heading “ Fuel Facts for Politicians,” 
The Autocar took the Earl of Selkirk to task on April 4 for stating that the manu- 
facture of premium brands meant sacrificing quantity for quality. It means no 
such thing, for the high-octane spirit produced by catalytic cracking is an additional 
yield from the barrel of crude and augments the straight-run petrol already distilled 
off. In the August 8 issue, under the blunt injunction “Tell the Truth,” this 
journal pointed out that the Government insistence that additional dollar costs 
would be involved in the return of branded spirit was a mere cover for its bungling 
of refinery policy. Mr. C. M. Vignoles, the Shell director, exposes the flimsiness 
of the cover: extra requirements in foreign exchange would be £250,000 per annum 
for a year or two in order to provide ethyl fluid, which Britain will thereafter 
make herself. Even more devastating is his revelation of the wonders of “ economic 
planning ”—the process that this country has been subjected to since the war. 
Having urged the oil companies to embark on a great refinery construction pro- 
gramme, including catalytic crackers for the production of high-octane spirit, the 
Government, in the words of the Shell director . . . 

“wished to investigate the possibility of converting the ‘cat crackers" to simple distillation 
units with the object of turning out the maximum quantity of petroleum products of what I 


might term a utility quality It has, however, been shown that the conversion of the ‘cat 


crackers’ in this manner not only would take two years to carry out, cost between £5 million 


and £10 million, and require many thousands of tons of steel, but also would involve a serious 
dislocation of a major industry with a most undesirable loss in production of a number of 


products.” ‘ 
In the face of this, the ordinary citizen can only ask what economic lunacy will 


next be concocted by Whitehall? 

In a spirit of commiseration, this journal also stated on August 8 that every oil 
company of note in this country was rapidly qualifying for the position of white 
elephant keeper at the zoo, owing to its possession of catalytic crackers that could 
not be operated for their proper purpose. The Shell statement reinforces that 
sardonic reflection: “Catalytic crackers,” it says, “are operating in this country 
but are having to be operated uneconomically. The high octane gasoline produced 
has to be blended with low grade gasoline from other plants in the refineries to 
produce standard Pool petrol.” 

The Government may have a case, but the time is long overdue when that case 
should be stated, and when the citizens of this country should be treated as adults 
and not as children to be soothed by Ministerial versions of “ Mother knows best.” 
Is the reluctance to permit more petrol to be extracted from the barrel owed to the 
demand for heavy oils, at present running at a high level? Is the Government 
trying to anticipate the lesser octane demands of the gas turbine, which looks like 
displacing conventional piston engines? If the former, it would do better to let 
the oil companies adjust demand by the price mechanism; if the latter, it is trying 
to run too far ahead of events. The catalytic crackers are there: let them be used 
for their proper purpose. ; 

“The ball,” concludes the Shell statement, “is now in the Government’s court.” 
The spectator can only regret that authority and expert should be on opposite 


sides of the net.

systems, even though these have for 
some time been describec as “ independ- 
ent”) results from the pliability of the 
tyre walls, which also causes them to 
vield under lateral loads. In yielding 
they support the loads; they do not slip 
as the well-accepted term slip angle sug- 
gests. Should they do so, the car would 
skid or slide. Obviously, when a suffi- 
ciently large force is applied, this hap- 
pens, and wind conditions may cause 
such emergencies. But the relatively 
smaller cffects which leave the driver in 
“full control” of his car are sufficiently 
large to merit close attention. They are 
constant companions. 

I think motorists should comprehend 
this yielding of tyres fully. A lateral 
force from whatever cause pushes at 
the wheel through its axle. Looked at 
from any angle, there is no occasion for 
the wheel to turn; it continues to point 
and rotate in its existing direction (Fig. 
3). But if a point is followed around the 
circumference, as it comes into contact 
with the road, the flexibility of the tyre 
allows the resisting forces to pull it sideways relative to the 
rim . . . towards the applied side load. Its path while in 
contact with the ground will thus be inclined at an angle 
known by common consent (so uafortunately) as the slip 
angle, and it is along this line that the car will move, even 
though it still points in its original direction. At least, it 
will so move if an equal share of the lateral force acts on 
both front and rear wheels, since both slip angles will be 
the same. 

If, however, a greater proportion of the side load acts on 
the front wheels, the front slip angle will be greater than

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that at the rear, and the front end of the car will follow the 
more inclined path and so will start the vehicle turning 
in this case away from the disturbing force.

Elusive C. of P. 


For years there appeared—in increasing numbers as 
speeds rose—the most complicated gyrations of suspension 
and steering linkages, not infrequently to the detriment ot 
their proper functions. The “new look” permitted, or 
rather provided, the basic solution and took the c. of g. well 
forward to provide understeer. Located just ahead of mid- 
wheelbase, it produces just that degree of light, positive 
steering in which drivers delight. But, sadly enough, the 
odd geometries have not disappeared—the chassis man is 
aow chasing the much more elusive c. of p., which the 
body people have quite innocently sent much nearer the 
nose, and which they alone can fetch back again. Their 
problem is the more difficult since, without a respectable 
wind tunnel, they do not know where it is. And even then they 
would need great patience, since it moves both with the 
speed of the car and the speed of the wind; if they change 
quite a small external panel .t changes again; and it also 
changes with the wind angle. And here are the essential differ- 
ence between side forces A and B. If the car were course 
stable it would turn towards the wind. But the wind angle 
is thus reduced and the wind becomes more nearly a head 
wind as the car turns. This means that the c. of p. moves 
forward and the rate of turn is reduced (Fig. 5). 

Unfortunately the c. of p. has been moving steadily for-

ward with every improvement in body shape over the last 
half-century. Cars have always been aerodynamically 
unstable although, once again, it was not until speeds rose 
that the ill effects became serious. It can be seen from 
Fig. 5 that the old chassis oversteer and aerodynamic instab- 
ility were at least partly compensatory. Now one complaint 
has been cured, its favourable characteristic actually accentu- 
ates the other failing. The geometries are there still, putting 
back a fault this time to cure a fault—but a fault in a 
different medium. In a subsequent article I shall describe 
and illustrate the proper cure; in the meantime, how serious 
is the complaint today? 

The more observant drivers will have noticed the increasea 
susceptibility of “new look” models to sudden gusts when 
passing side streets in town or an open gateway along hedge- 
bound country roads (B2). They may even have noticed 
that they have to “crab” more, and more often, than is 
necessary to counteract a steady side force (Bl). There is 
a beautifully exposed roaa across the Zuider Zee for demon- 
strating this. It is dead straight for several miles, so thar 
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continued 


one can proceed at maximum speed if one dares! Its ele- 
vated position is ideal for receiving the full force of any high 
wind which may be blowing undisturbed across the open 
sea. The steady conditions are not so bad, because one can 
allow for them by “steering into wind.” But at intervals 
watch-towers form sudden shields from the gale, and the 
lurch which results from the steering thrust being instantly 
unsupported is frightening. Only the inertia of the car and 
the short duration of the “lull” permit a correction within 
the entire width of the road. On one fast pre-war saloon, 
as much as a quarter-turn of the wheel was needed to over- 
come a strong wind. Besides the front wheels being turned 
to create the thrust necessary to hold the car “into wind,” 
both front and rear wheels must take up an inclined angle 
to deal with their share of the side force, and the car travels 
along its straight course pointing slightly towards the wind. 
On “new look” cars as much as half a turn on the wheel

may be needed under similar conditions, since so much more 
of the side load comes on the front wheels with the forward 
c. of p. 

To turn a corner, then, the front wheel is pulled over to 
a certain slip angle to create the necessary cornering thrust, 
and it must be pulled sufficiently far into the turn to create 
a slip angle also at the rear. The car is always inclined in- 
wards to its circular path when cornering, the more so the 
sharper the turn. A quick glance at Fig. 7 will show how, 
when the atmosphere is quite still, the car’s own “head 
wind ” will possess a side component pushing it farther into 
the turn, so creating oversteer (B3). All these conditions 
are amplified by the forward movement of the c. of g. with 
the new styling, or, rather, new basic form. The “new 
look” constitutes too fundamental a step to describe it as 
a style; that is incidental. They can obviously be completely 
cured by moving the c. of p. back, at least as far as mid- 
wheelbase. Before it can do that its present position must 
be located, and the reason for its being there must be found. 


Smoothing the Contours 


First consider two stationary cars, one pre-war, the other 
a post-war “new look” model; not a streamlined affair 
but what has generally become accepted as the standard 
modern family saloon (e.g., Humber Hawk or S.M.1500). 
Its drag co-efficient (Cx) has been reduced by at least one- 
quarter over that of its predecessor, and perhaps more, prin- 
cipally because of the elimination of front-wing gullies and 
sharp corners and a general smoothing of contours; secondly, 
by a shorter bonnet and a falling (or at least horizontal) roof 
line and a substantial locker behind to “ fill up” the turbu- 
lent wake. But along the Y axis less has been done; in fact, 
less can be done. The side area has not benefited from the 
lowered roof and bonnet heights because this reduction has 
been offset, in most cases, by increases of overhang at both 
ends. The shape is a little better because of increased 
tumble-home and slightly more doming of the roof (a pro- 
duct, by the way, of increased structural efficiency). Here, 
too, are a smoothing of contours and a unification of the 
various masses, but the “fine-ness ratio,” or the proportion 
of length to thickness (in this case width to height), has

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changed but little and remains practically at unity, which 
is aerodynamically poor (Fig. 8). 

There is certainly little that can be done to the family 
saloon to improve its transverse drag co-efficient Cy  In- 
deed, while the Cx has come down from 0.6, say, to 0.4, 
the corresponding Cy has been reduced from about 1.0 to, 
perhaps, 0.9. Even on an excellently streamlined mode! 
(Cx =0.25), it is doubtful whether a better Cy than 0.65 will 
ever be obtained (Fig. 9). So that while the drag force for 
a given wind has come down by 25 per cent or more, the 
side force is only 10 per cent lower. The side area of a 
saloon is normally more than twice its frontal area, 50 sq ft 
being a convenient average figure to consider. The side 
force on a stationary car in a 20 m.p.h. beam wind is thus 
of the order of 50 Ib, but in a gale or a temporary gust of 
60 m.p.h., it will rise to nearly 500 Ib (since it increases with

A Disadvantage of Weight Reduction 


Now a point to remember is that the profile of a light- 
weight car is not so very much smaller than that of a heavy 
luxury vehicle, and while 30 cwt will not be unduly dis- 
turbed by such a force, an 18-cwt model (2,000 Ib) would 
slide under icy conditions, i.e., when the co-efficient of fric- 
tion is below 0.25. Low car speeds will change this pic- 
ture but little. 

As one drives faster the pattern changes materially, and 
some actual test results are given in Fig. 10. These data 
correspond to that given in Fig. 5 of Part I and, for com- 
parison, the drag curves are reproduced again. The figures 
refer to two saloons such as have been compared, travel- 
ling at 100 m.p.h. in winds of 20 m.p.h. blowing from all

directions. Immediately apparent is the symmetry of the 
curves, there being no side force for head and tail winds, 
and a maximum where the wind is on the beam. The two 
sets of results are identical for practical purposes, which is 
rather surprising in view of their respective drag values, but 
the outstanding feature is their magnitude —500 /b in a wind 
of only 20 m.p.h.!—a value comparable with the drag force 
of the older model at a relative air speed of 120 m.p.h. (100 
m.p.h. car speed in a 20 m.p.h. head wind). Clearly here 
is a new factor which demands an alternative explanation to 
that of the Cy given above for stationary conditions It lies 
in the property of air which permits it to “suck” as well 
as to “blow.” Very briefly, the “blowing” or ram pres- 
sure (q) can be simply calculated :— 
q=25 . Ib per sq ft 
(100) 

This gives a maximum of 25 Ib per sq ft at 100 m.p.h 
The “sucking” effect can be much greater. All over the 
car’s surface there is normally a pressure of 14.7 Ib per sq 
in. It is, perhaps, a little startling to realize that this equals 
nearly a ton per sq ft. If, then, a 20 m.p.h. cross-wind re- 
duces this pressure by only one-half per cent., i.e., a pres- 
sure difference of 10 Ib per sq ft, the 500 Ib side force is 
accounted for. This is precisely what happens, an effect 
analagous to the “lift” created on an aeroplane’s wing. In 
studying this effect later we shall locate the c. of p. and 
discover how to put it ir its place

The wreckage of the burnt- 
out Aston Martin at Good- 
wood during the nine-hour 
sports car race forms a dis- 
mal reminder of the inevitably 
present dangers of fire. 


Good Sense in the Matters of Fires 


driven by Reg Parnell and Eric Thompson, which 
caught fire while being refuelled during the nine-hour 
sports car race at Goodwood on August 16, underlines the 
ever-present risk that is an inevitable accompaniment of the 
use of a highly volatile and inflammable fuel such as petrol. 
This risk is unavoidable, and the only question at issue Is 
the extent to which such accidents can be prevented, together 
with the means available for dealing with outbreaks. 
The most trouble-free method of refuelling a car is that 
employed, for instance, at Le Mans, and consists of overhead

tanks containing the fuel, together with largs-bore hoses for 
its delivery. An essential feature, of course, is the provision 
of a readily accessible and easily operated cut-off valve, to 
enable the flow to be stemmed abruptly when the tank is 
filled. Various methods have been tried from time to time 
to provide an automatic cut-off mechanism that operates 
when the fuel reaches a certain level; but one hundred pei 
cent reliability has not been achieved in this direction, and 
the advantage gained is very small. Also used, chiefir 
in Grand Prix racing where large quantities of fuel may 
be involved, are various types of pressure refuelling «ystems 
in which the fuel is forced down a hose from a tank or barre! 
by the application of air pressure from a motorized pump or 
a compressed-air bottle. But all these systems are expensive 
to install, and in races in which the provision of the refuelling 
equipment is the responsibility of the competitor it is 
obviously impossible to compel him to spend a great deal 
of moncy, which he may not possess, on this one item 

Thus one comes back to the old-fashioned but reliable 
and inexpensive churn-and-funnel method. Now there is 
no reason why this should not be perfectly satisfactory and 
quite reasonably safe, provided that certain precautions are 
taken and the whole procedure is practised to the degree 
where the various motions become more or less automatic. 
In the Goodwood race, the use of churns was compulsory, 
the pressure refuelling systems being barred; this was done. 
of course, to ensure that all competitors had an equal chance 
in this matter and to prevent the amateur entrants from 
being placed at a disadvantage—or, at least, an additional 
disadvantage—for financial reasons 

All right; now, what are the essential requirements? First 
and foremost, a tank filler large enough to enable the fuel 
to go in quickly avid the air to come out equally quickly 
at the same time; the same result is achieved by the use of 
two fillers, but this means two caps to snap open—and, more 
important, shut—at each stop. Secondly, a really good 
funnel. This must stand solidly on the tail of the car, with 
no risk of upping; its spout must be as large as possible— 
bearine in mind the size of the filler—and lone enough to

prevent splashing or blowing back. The funnel mouth must 
be large enough to accept the contents of a churn at one 
fairly rapid go, and of a suitable shape to prevent undue 
swirling; a round funnel with as much taper as possible 
within the limitations of capacity and height is probably 
best in this direction. The churns must not be too heavy, 
must be capable of being easily picked up in a hurry, must 
pour without splashing and eddying, and must possess lids 
to cover them until the last possible moment. 

Obviously, again, the pit personnel carrying out the 
refuelling operation must be familiat with all these objects 
and must have practised until they are heartily weary of the 
whole affair, or they will fall over each other's feet and 
forget the routine. There is no substitute for practice in 
this direction; it is quite possible to practise with empty 
churns, or even without the churns at all, but don’t forget 
“Sammy” Davis’ reminiscence of the Studebaker team in 
the 1929 Double Twelve Hour race, one member of which, 
during a mid-race pit stop, flipped open the radiator cap, 
poured in some imaginary water from an imaginary can, 
and was just about to close the cap again when his team 
manager recovered his powers of speech! Again, none of 
the personnel should wear nailed shoes, because of the risk 
ot sparks therefrom. 

Speech—the only person to speak must be the team 
manager, and he not more than necessary; a small mega- 
phone can be useful in this direction’ One member of the 
pit crew must stand by with the fire extinguisher (compul- 
sory in each pit), and this useful item of equipment must be 
full and in working order, not empty because someone has 
cleaned his overalls with the carbon tetrachloride contents 

This brings one to the extinguisher problem. Each pit, 
of course, has its extinguisher, and others are in the hands 
of the fire protection squad, members of which are on duty 
up and down the line of pits. It is a good idea for various 
types of extinguisher to be distributed and available, for 
they each have advantages and disadvantages; the large 
foam extinguisher, which covers everything within sight 
with suds and can’t be stopped until it is empty, is excellent 
at the job, but there are times when a smaller and more 
concentrated jet is all that is necessary, and, indeed, more 
efficient. A good idea, too, is for each pit or each marshal’s 
post to possess a thick blanket, in which ‘anyone whose 
clothes are alight can be rolled, for this is the quickest and 
best way to deal with such an occurrence. 


Mind Your Head! 


ANOTHER aspect of racing that has received a good deal 

of publicity in the past few months is the question of 
crash helmets. This year for the first time, by international 
agreement, drivers in speed events are required to wear 
crash helmets, although the actual specification of the

helmets has been left for the individual national automobile 
clubs to decide for themselves, and some of the permitted 
types may seem a bttle sketchy. 

But the start has been made, and a very good thing, too. 
Now, there are always a number of people who will tell you 
that such a requirement is really not necessary, that crash 
helmets are heavy and uncomfortable things to wear, and 
that the best-known Continental Grand Prix drivers in pre- 
war days never wore more than a linen helmet and there- 
fore nothing more should be required. 

Well, it is perfectly true that the drivers mentioned 
did not wear crash helmets, and that these articles are, to 
the unaccustomed, heavy and uncomfortable—even to the 
experienced they are less comfortable than a linen helmet— 
but with all deference to Nuvolari and Caracciola, it can 
fairly be said that their compulsory usage is a very sensible 
move. One of the accompanying photographs shows the 
helmet worn by Bill Whitehouse during the 500 c.c. race 
at Zandvoort recently, in which he had the misfortune to 
overturn his Cooper and bang his head on the road with a 
considerable amount of force. He suffered a cut forehead 
and cuts on the hands; but it may well be imagined what 
his injuries would have been had he not been wearing the 
crash helmet at the time of the accident. Of course, there 
have been cases of drivers losing their lives, helmet or no 
helmet; but it can be said that the crash hat undoubtedly 
reduces the risk by a very considerable percentage.

HE recent advice by a Member of 
Parliament to turn on the car radio 
when irritated struck an answering 
chord in me, for the way the radio 
reduces irritation and promotes risk-free 
driving is extraordinary enough to 
deserve comment, even if with the 
reservation that the same may not apply 
to all types of driver.

It is like the 
stilling of “examination nerves,” and 
everyone knows how an examination 
performance is improved if they are not 
present.

Privileged Traffic 


OT long ago a fire engine, on the 
way to a fire, ignored a road sign 
and was thereby involved in an acci- 
dent.

To issue a second set 
of rules might well cause confusion and 
add to danger One must remember 
that the number of times the country’s 
brigades and ambulances are called out 
in a year is staggering.

RAVELLING behind a fire engine 

on emergency call has made me 
wonder whether or not some method 
could be found to speed the journey. 
In heavy city traffic the bell is often 
not heard by the cause of any hold up, 
who may be a long way in front 

My idea may not be practicable, but 
it is given here at no extra charge : the 
fire engine is preceded by a motor 
cyclist on whose mount is a bright, 
flashing light in a beacon mounted on 
that part of the machine normally re- 
served for the pillion seat. 

The point, of course, is that a motor 
cyclist can weave through almost any 
traffic block, and anyone seeing the 
beacon can pull in, knowing that the 
fire engine is pretty close behind. It 
so often happens that the sudden 
arrival of the fire engine confuses 
drivers, who have hardly a moment to 
think of the best way of removing their 
cars from its path.

T the end of a long leading article 
in the Financial Times based on 
the contemporary difficulties of the 
motor industry, notably in regard to 
recent staff dismissals and the falling- 
off of demand in some export markets, 
it was good to read a tribute to the 
resilience of the industry.

Competition 


T is very difficult to be far-sighted

A friend 
of mine has a chassis in which the ideal 
engine would be the one made by firm 
A; that made by firm B would be a 
very good alternative. But if he installed 
A’s engine he would probably beat A’s 
production car in the type of events 
for which A enters; likewise he would 
almost certainly beat B’s car in that 
class. Neither firm will therefore sell 
an engine, and there is the ready ex- 
cuse that they can sell all that they 
make in production cars. “You can’t 
blame them,” admits the engineless 
one. 

I am not so sure, however, that they 
cannot be blamed for lack of far- 
sightedness. If A sells an engine and 
then finds that his own car is hand-

somely beaten by the new competitor, 
he must then get cracking and improve 
his design to put it back on top again 
Alternatively he could come to an 
arrangement with his competitor 
whereby the superior chassis became 
the production one, thus satisfying 
both sides. But while the competition 
is not permitted by the inability of the 
newcomer to get hold of an engine, the 
situation will not arise. In the mean- 
time competition grows keener from 
across the Channel. But will Britain 
meet it unless she adopts the attitude 
that welcomes competition in the 
knowledge that it is a stimulus to better 
design and should therefore be actively 
encouraged within the confines of this 
country?

Britain needs an economy car 

cheaper to buy and to operate 
tnan those now being made by the 
British industry. With the world’s 
highest tax burden and the expensive 
paraphernalia of the Welfare State to 
sustain, existing small cars like the 
Morris Minor and Austin Seven are 
just as far out of the reach of most 
people as cars of twice the engine size 
were before the war. Car ownership is 
ceasing to figure among the ordinary 
man’s ambitions, and large numbers of 
people are faced with the prospect of 
giving up motoring when their present 
pre-war cars wear out, unless some 
alternative is offered.

Even overseas 
buyers are not always able to operate 
such cars in the numbers required to 
absorb the full output, and the col- 
lapse of the Canadian market was re- 


if now seems to be agreed that 


cently witnessed, when credit restric- 
uons and taxes put the smallest existing 
British cars out of reach of the mar- 
ginal buyers—the nurses, clerks, small 
shop-keepers, railway workers and fac- 
tory operatives—who form the back- 
bone of the new Canadian mass 
market. 

Something new, something cheaper 
to buy and to operate, is therefore re- 
quired, and it cannot be obtained by 
scaling down existing models. 
Designers and sales staffs are deeply 
engaged at present in deciding what 
must be sacrificed; for an entirely new 
approach is essential. 

In the inter-war period, manufac- 
turers scrambled to cash in on the suc- 
cesses of the Austin Seven. There was 
> spate of small cars with four seats 
four cylinders, and usually four speeds 
and four doors, until it became diffi- 
cult, even for an expert, to distinguish 
one from another. That particular 
market was quickly saturated, and a 
number of manufacturers went bank- 
rupt in the process. Yet, suddenly, in-

terest was revived by the arrival of the 
Fiat 500, which offered only two seats 
and two doors, but was smaller and 
cheaper to operate than any of its com- 
petitors. It opened up an entirely new 
market, whose existence had not 
hitherto been recognized, and many 
people who already owned a car could 
not resist buying it as a runabout. 
Recently it has seemed as though this 
story was about to be repeated. There 
have been numerous indications of new 
models in preparation, all with four 
seats, four speeds, four cylinders and, 
usually, four doors. They might turn 
out to be excellent vehicles, but they 
are already beyond the means of most 
potential motorists in the home mar- 
ket, and they face heavy and well 
established competition in overseas 
markets from cars such as the Renault 
4cv, the Volkswagen and the post-war 
Fiat 500 station wagon. The new 
economy market needs something quite 
different, and it is encouraging that re- 
ports are beginning to circulate indicat- 
ing an interest by one or two manufac- 
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turers in smaller, simpler and cheaper 
cars. To bring such a project to frui- 
tion in the face of long-established 
British tradition demands considerable 
determination and clarity of thought. 
There has already been one project 
which began with two cylinders, two 
seats and two doors, but which was 
amended by stages until the prototype 
emerged with four seats, four doors and 
four cylinders. It was a nice car, but 
it catered for an entirely different mar- 
ket, and the designers are now back at 
the drawing board again. 

Another point to recognize is that a 
light economy car cannot be improvised 
by adapting existing components if it 
is to sell at 4 competitive price. Many 


prototypes of varying merit have been 


built in this way, but only an origina! 
design, planned in every detail for pro- 
duction in large numbers, offers any 
hope of selling at a really competitive 
price and giving the necessary com- 
bination of performance with economy. 
Good performance is essential; you do 
not want thousands of underpowered 
miniatures obstructing other vehicles. 
The economy car must have every com- 
ponent designed and stressed for this 
particular job, and it can then hope to 
hold its own in the general traffic 
stream. 

In the illustrations on these pages are 
gathered together some of the economy 
cars produced or projected since the 
war, with notes on their outstanding 
characteristics. Interesting compari-

sons can be made by examining at the 
same time a British project that has 
been designed right from the beginning 
for large-scale production at a low 
price. This particular design is the 
work of Mr. Alan’ Lamburn, 
A.M.I.Mech.E., M.S.A.E. It has been 
studied by several car manufacturers, 
and, although no arrangements have 
yet been made for production, it is be- 
lieved that certain of its features 
resemble those in designs on which 
some factories are now at work. It 
illustrates the kind of car that might be 
expected to be seen by breaking away 
from established British conventions, 
and it would be interesting to know 
what the public reaction would be if 
such a car was placed on the market 
The real economy car must be pro- 
duced in large quantities and must be 
backed by big manufacturing resources 
if the necessary low price is to be 
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achieved. It must be designed entirely 
with big production in view, and the 
prices must be kept down by omission 
of all non-essentials. Yet the car must 
be strong and hard wearing to give the 
economical service that the buyers 
would ex 

The following are the steps by which 
the specification was arrived at. First it 
was considered that, given adequate leg 
room for the driver, it was more cco- 
nomical to extend width rather than length 
The car was therefore planned round a 
bench type front seat with a width of 
Slin at elbow level, which would be 


adequate for two adults and a child, or for 
three adults on occasion. Behind the seat 
there was space which could be occupied 
by an occasional seat suitable for two 
children or by 12 cu ft of luggage. With 
a compact power unit this accommodation 
can be provided on a wheelbase of 72in 
and a track of 45in. 

For practical, everyday use, the economy 
car must be closed This introduces the 
problem of windows. Shding windows arc 
fairly expensive, and winding windows 
require space in the doors, which reduces 
the width available The solution pro 
posed on the Lamburn car is to use fixed 
side windows in conjunction with a 
ventilation system taking air from the 
front of the car, but this would mean that 
direction mdicators would be essential ; 
a comprom solution might be found in 
some horuntally hinged window arrange- 
ment, at least on the driver's simular 
to that used on the 2cv Citroen 

With three people sitting abreast in a 
low-built car no propeller shaft would be 
acceptable, and in any case for simplicity

the power unit must be adjacent to the 
wheels it drives. This raises the question 
of whether the engine should go at the 
front or the rear. The rear position has 
the disadvantages that cooling is compli- 
cated, and that the weight distribution is 
unfavourable and may produce an inherent 
instability. It also seems more difficult 
to insulate the occupants from the me- 
chanical noise when the engine is at the 
rear. The alternative, a front engine and 
front wheel drive, may entail complication 
in extra universal joints and the possibility 
of inadequate traction on very steep 
gradients, but it was considered the most 
favourable solution. 

For the power unit, it was considered 
that a two-cylinder four-stroke would give 
adequate results with proper flexible 
mountings. The side-by-side arrangement 
for the cylinders was regarded as less 
costly to produce than the flat twin, and it 
also simplifies the manifolds. With a 
smooth shape and a frontal area of 16 sq ft, 
a power to weight ratio of 35 b.h.p. per 
ton was regarded as adequate. The esti-

mated kerb weight for the car is 10 cwr 
(1,120 Ib), which would not appear to be 
optimistic bearing in mind that the original 
Fiat 500, a more luxurious and complicated 
vehicle, weighed only 1,183 Ib. 

The maximum b.h.p. to give the 
required power to weight ratio would thus 
be 18, and it is considered that this could 
be combined with adequate low speed 
torque in a vertical twin engine of 600 c.c. 
Air cooling was adopted because of the 
simplicity ; it usually entails some increase 
of noise, but need not disturb the occupants 
of the car. 

With an unladen weight of 1,120 Ib, the 
all-up weight for purposes of performance 
calculation is placed at 1,700 Ib. Assuming 
a rolling resistance of 30 Ib per ton and 
an overall transmission efficiency of 
78 per cent, it is calculated that the engine 
power requirements on level tarmac in 
still air would be 2.4 b.h.p. at 20 m.p.h., 
rising to 4.6 b.h.p. at 30 m.p.h. and 
13.9 b.h.p. at 50 m.p.h. The maximum 
speed on full power is placed at 56 m.p.h. 

It has already been shown that good 
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lines can be obtained with adequate 
strength from simple panels that are easy 
to produce ; and the freakish appearance 
that has characterized some Continental 
economy cars is not considered inevitable 
provided the car is planned for large pro- 
duction in the beginning. This, of conrse, 
presupposes that adequate capital will be 
available for the necessary press tools 
which form a major part of the total 
outlay in preparing for production. 

To turn to the design details, the 
engine is a two-cylinder air-cooled uns 
with side-by-side cylinders of 69. mm 
bore and 80 mm stroke, giving 598 c.c. 
swept volume. Side valves still score on 
grounds of low cost and simplicity, and 
in view of the modest specific output 
required they are considered perfectty 
satisfactory for this application. The two 
cylinders form a single unit in cast iror 
with circumferential cooling fins, and the 
detachable heads are formed by a separate 
pressure die casting in aluminium with 
vertical cooling fins. Inlet and exhaust 
valves are both of Ijin throat diameter 
and run in detachable cast-iron guides. 
Pressed aluminium pistons carry two 
compression rings and one slotted scraper, 
and the connecting rods are steel stamp- 
ings. The big-end bolts are made integral 
with the big-end bearing caps, with the 
result that the nuts are accessible fron the 
top when the cylinder barrels are removed. 
The crankshaft is in cast iron with waghts 
on the crank webs to balance 55 per cent 
of the rotating and reciprocating weight, 
and the centre web acts as a 5 
Main and big-end bearings are steel 
backed white metal shells.

The camshaft, like the crankshaft, is in 
cast iron, and at the drive end there is a 
gear formed integrally with the shaft, which 
constitutes one of the two gears of the 
engine oil pump. The other end of the 
shaft is formed as a dog to drive the distri- 
butor. The crankcase, which also forms 
the housing for the transmission and final 
drive and the common oil sump for 
engine and transmission, is an aluminsum 
gravity die casting.

From the externally mounted clutch the 
drive is taken back through a hollow shaft 
surrounding the end of the crankshaft to 
a primary drive gear engaging with a 
larger gear on the end of the gear box 
countershaft. These gears are enclosed 
by a steel pressing, which also acts as the 
timing chain cover. All gears are, of course, 
indirect ; second and top are in constant 
mesh, and first and reverse are engaged 
by sliding pinions. The output gears for 
first, second and top are all bolted together 


in a unit with a differential. A hollow 
extension of the first speed gear passes 
outside the box, where the brake drum 
for the single front brake is splined to it. 
The braking effort applied is thus trans- 
mitted back through the differential to 
the front wheel drive shafts, so equalizing 
braking force on both front wheels. 

The drive is taken from the differential 
to short stub shafts, which are free to slide 
in the differential bevel wheels to compen- 
sate for slight variations in shaft length 
caused by the rise and fall of the front 
wheels. The drive is transmitted through 
spherical rubber joints at the inner ends 
and simple Hooke’s joints at the outer 
ends. The rubber joints allow conical 
movement and torsional deflection to 
counteract any possible vibration caused 
by the lack of constant velocity character- 
istics in the outer joints. 

The front suspension layout is similar 
to that adopted already on two of the 
smaller American cars in that the spring 
acts directly on the top of the steering 
yoke piece and the suspension load is 
transmitted straight into the scuttle. 
This relieves the wishbones of bending 
loads and enables the front structure to 
be lightened. The coil spring is carried 
on the outside of a telescopic damper

Body structure has been designed for 
economical production in steel pressings. 
It is @ unit structure, there being no 

te chassis. The main shell assem- 
bly consists of the roof il, rear body 
and wing panel, wheel arches, floor, 
bulkhead and toe board, with box section 
door and screen pillars. It is made entirely 
of 20-gauge steel pressings and is assembled 
by spot welding. 

Holding five gallons, the fuel tank rests 
on top of a panel that forms scuttle, 
bulkhead and toe board, reinforced by 
box section members at the side. To this 
front structure are added two substantial 
side pressings which carry the front sus- 
pension attachments and the mountings 
for the power unit. These side members 
are connected across the front to provide 
an attachment for the bumper. The body- 
work is completed by bonnet and front 
wings and simple doors which consist 
of a single outer pressing spot welded to 
a stiffener that forms a continual box section 
frame up to the waist line. A 
channel frame secures the window glass. 

The gear change lever emerges from 
the facia immediately above the steering 
column, and all the controls are 
for mounting at cither the right or the 
left side of the vehicle. The facia panel 
is symmetrical so that no change is 
necessary. 
Electrical equipment consists of screen 
wiper, indicators, parking and head lamps, 
and tail lamps ; the smaller lamps consist 
of plastic mouldings with integral lenses, 
into which the bayonet lamp fittings are 
inserted from the rear. 

The market for a simple car of this kind 
may present one of today’s biggest sales 
opportunities. Is the British public 
ready to buy a smaller and simpler vehicle, 
or is it still irrevocably determined to 
have four of everything ? GW.

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HEN the wiper stopped scooping at the rain the 

driver changed gear. © was a pause before 

the engine pulled again, and the wiper jerked across 

the screen. We were moving up the narrow road that 

twists steeply from Woolacombe to Mortehoe. Across a 

stone wall to our left the sky held so much water that you 

couldn’t tell where it met the sea. People with desolate 

faces sat in the hotel, turning the pages of old magazines, or 

gazing through the vast windows in the lounge on to the sea. 

Lundy Island—whose visibility is a haphazard barometer in 
North Devon—was a faint smudge. 

We had three in the crew, and a baby. The car—known 
to its friends as Dyfi—is a well-matured Ford Eight. We 
visited all the places that others have visited. We were 
subjected to cream teas, where the cream was what we un- 
imaginatively call “the top of the milk” at home; we found 
the hills as friendly as a patchwork quilt, were displeased 
by chromium cafés that scar the coast (although we did have 
a milk shake), and saw in an evening light the whole sea 
turn silver. 

It was a week before the tragedy. Terror and Fleet Street 
and newsreel cameras had not yet arrived. We saw the East 
Lyn river pushing gently across moss-covered boulders in 
its deep valley, as though shadowed eternally by green leaves. 

It had been an untroubled run. The baby lay in its cot, 
asleep. We could, therefore, look at the views without the 
fear that the ignition key might at any moment be seized 
and instantly swallowed, or thrown out of the open window. 
The road from Woolacombe (B3343) rambled across a ridge 
of downs that lifted and fell and lifted again. At each gap

in the high-banked hedge there was a view across green 
country. If one of us glimpsed a view to the left, as Dyfi 
went along, it was sure to be better than that just passed 
on the right. ‘Phe other unfortunate passenger would 
therefore have to keep her head rigidly turned to the left 
until a gateway permitted her to share in the prescribed 
beauty. Meanwhile, another scene had been missed on the 
other side, so the order was reversed—“ Eyes right,” and 
so on, until we resembled a sergeant-major’s drill parade. 

At Waytown we rebelled against the main road that led 
straight to Lynton and Lynmouth. I have as much respect 
for a smooth surface as anyone else. Dyfi is as sensitive 
to vibrations as a needle on a gramophone record, and rear 
passengers absorb their measure of shock. The car is also 
wayward on corners. Main, or armchair, roads are there- 
fore to be admired. But for all their gentleness on the 
springs, they lose a quality. They are like swift, purpose- 
ful birds of passage that curve magnificently through dis- 
tant country that is not their own. I have never yet smelt 
a haystack from a main road, although I have frequently 
seen one. And I will stand any amount of buffeting for 
the smell of hay. 

The local roads that we found—B3230, that kept to farm- 
land from Ilfracombe to Barnstaple, and the tiny unclassi- 
fied pathway that dropped from Berry Down Cross into the 
long tranquil high street of Combe Martin—did not just 
pass through a country of green valleys and grey, sturdy 
churches: they belonged to it. 

We took, therefore, the road that climbed from Waytown 
to Trentishoe Down. There were only the heather and sky, 
and we could smell the heather. In front of us the valley 
of the River Heddon was so covered with trees that it 
seemed as if the boy kicking at the stane wall could run 
across the top of them without ever touching the ground. 
Hunter’s Inn was buried peacefully beneath them. Kittitoe 
and Killington were on twin hills. Parracombe hugged the 
hill, and sheep grazed in a field. A cart-load of wood had 
been freshly chopped; pink roses bloomed against the white- 
washed cottages of Barbrook village. 
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We passed Lynton poised on the hill, and crept into Lyn- 
mouth in bottom gear, in company with the West Lyn River 
—a seemingly retentious stream. To the left a bay fell 
abruptly to the 


pace. 

The road up Lyn Cleave Valley dropped on one side to 
the stream of the Lyn River and its twilight wood. It was 
here that we saw the Scarlet Pimpernel. I had always imag- 
ined this gentleman to be so thin as to look almost under- 
nourished, and dressed (strangely enough) for ever in grey. 
Our Pimpernel was brilliant and bulging—a huge coach, 
and about as elusive as Hyde Park. We were just behind 
him, happily going in the same direction, for all the cars 
entering Lynmouth had to pull in and stop to let him by. 

Lee Bay is a rocky cove cut out of the cliffs. The road 
that fell into it was so narrow that it seemed just made for 
Dyfi. The sea was like a stretch of moving blue silk. I 
wondered whether the local boys who lounged on their 
bicycles by the rocks for their evening chat had ever seen 
the place as we saw it. A whitewashed inn was perched on 
each side, and the hills sloped behind into a valley of trees. 
To a person who rushes with the crowds at London 
Bridge every day, 
when the trains, loud- 
speakers, newspaper 
boys and barrow boys 
are in full cry, the 
scene seemed like an 
incredible picture on 
a postcard. We urged 
Dyfi up the hill, to- 
wards home. Half- 
way up an empty 
coach appeared facing 
us round the corner. 
We felt sorry for its 


reverse 


wiggle-wog- 
gle, while we all but 
blushed with self- 
righteousness. The 
coach passed us with 
a tremendous amount 
of smiling and saluting on both sides, and we started again 
up the hill, and drove through the pale evening. 

We were relieved that we had at last found something 
really to write home about. The day before we had eaten 
a picnic tea on a patch of grass overlooking Saunton Sands. 
The gulls were black against the colourless sky. A rain- 
storm after lunch had emptied the beach. Not even a deck- 
chair flapped in the wind. It was just a stretch of sand. 
It wasn’t yellow, or golden. Just sand, and miles of it. The 
dunes stretched endlessly behind sprouted grass, as arid as 
the moon’s surface. At the bottom of the grass where we 
huddled a cliff dropped straight on to black rocks. We ate 
our paste sandwiches quickly, and departed. 

We were glad to drive inland. The road from Ilfracombe 
to Barnstaple (B3230) kept company with hills and valleys, 
and only twice acknowledged the sea—at its start and 
finish. There is a greyness in the north-west on the hills 
that face the Atlantic, It is as though the land shivered from 
that great mass of water. 

It was raining when we arrived in Barnstaple. A few cows 
lay miserably in a field ; one was up on her knees, as though 
declaiming at the rain. But we were contented with our- 
selves and with B3230. We had passed Bittadon, built of 
grey stone. We knew it was us grey stone should be, with 
all the weather in its walls. On the double bend that 
followed, the baby threw his shoe unexpectedly out of the 
window. The driver stopped and reversed. We watched 
2 farmer’s cart miss the red speck on the road with its rear 
wheels. Two deceivingly innocent eyes watched us while 
we picked it up. The other shoe was taken off and hidden

under the seat, and the baby arrived in Barnstaple barefoot. 

We saw the old mill at Milltown, with its sloping walls 
and high, square windows ; and we concluded that Muddi- 
ford, where there were white sleeping cottages and grazing 
sheep, must once have been a muddy ford. A stream 
followed the road, played hide and seek with it in a valley of 
meadows, and later matured into Bradford Water. A week 
later it was raging in flood. 

When we entered Barnstaple I did not know that the sea 
port was there in the 13th century, that the River Taw is 
here spanned at its mouth by a 13th-century, 6-mile-long 
bridge, and that the parish church has a crooked spire. But 
I lost nothing for my ignorance. I saw that the sea comes 
into the town, so that the walls of each house seem scrubbed 
in salt. The row of cottages that face upon the old harbour, 
now silted up, were whitewashed, with flat fronts and flat, 
square windows. I didn’t want to leave them. 

If I had been a painter, I would have painted then a field 
of yellow corn. There would have been a gate giving on to 
still country and a grey horse swishing its tail. Others could 
labour with words. I would have had all summer in my 
picture and been content. One remembers a farm cart 
spilling its load of hay, the blue of hydrangeas, the girl with 
fair, flying hair who rode her mare towards us—and the 
invective of our driver each time the baby tried to change 
gear. We even had an angry farmer. We were exploring a 
lane that connected B3343 to B3230, between Berry Down 
Cross and Muddiford. It lay across downland, and Dyfi 
fitted into it as a train fits its tracks. Around a bend the 
farmer waved his stick at us to stop. He was coaxing his 
cows through an open gate, up to the farm shed to be 
milked. Dyfi blocked their way. The farmer stood in leather 
gaiters and woollen hat, calling at the cows, who lurched 
vaguely on to the road, flinging their tails about. He looked 
at the Ford, terribly annoyed. I felt ashamed of being in a 
car at all. Obviously the road belonged to his cattle with 
their golden backs and soft ears. Dyfi was but a vulgar 
intruder. For once I wished I were on horseback. 


The By-road Way 


We wandered home on the by-roads. A361 pointed its 
businesslike way to Bampton and Taunton, but we chose 
to ignore it. In the front, therefore, the driver fought with 
the gears, while L-in the back fought with the luggage. It 
slumped upon me whenever Dyfi took the left-hand bends. 
Once a corner combined with a hump-back bridge across 
a railway, and we had the uneasy impression of being air- 
borne. The baby chuckled when we met the road again. 

From Bishop’s Gate we had joined B3358. The River 
Barle slipped along beside us. A strip of green meadow 
divided the water from a stone wall with moss bedded in 
its ledges and a forest behind. We had left the grey, 
and all the country was dappled now with clouds. At 
Simonsbath the river was still with us; there was a trim 
church, and a view of hills chequered with hedges. The 
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continued

road to Exford lay straight ahead, B3223; we turned right 
at White Cross on to an unnumbered road, which climbed 
in front of us on to Winsford Hill. It seemed that the sky 
was ours. No wall or hedge fenced the road ; it ran free in 
purple heather, with green country beneath. The ancient 
pre-Roman Tarr Steps lay to the right. They have now 
virtually disappeared in the floods. The driver was greatly 
delighted that, at 1,400ft up, Dyfi was still in top gear and 
going well. 

The road was falling now into an arch of green, like an 
Alpine valley. The marigolds in front of a cottage caught 
up the sun, bright gold. When we clattered into Dulverton’s 
main street, everyone was at lunch. It was half-past one. 
A tiny boy with a stick was the only person about, herding 
some cows through the town to their meadow. The cattle 
towered above him; one, with a great black body, walked 
on to the pavement just by Darch, the baker’s shop. Fhe 
boy made a dash at its buttocks, pushing with his small 
hands until the animal lumbered back on to the road. 

So often the centuries are dragged in, whenever a pinch 
of age will spice up the pudding; yet in Dulverton they 
seemed to stand before us, real and unchanged. There was 
the yellow painted house on the corner with one window in 
a lopsided wall. No chain store shone in the leaning mellow 
street. We left the town on B3222 with the River Barle and 
joined A396 at Exebridge, where the River Exe joined the 
Barle and ran beside the road to Exeter, with trees heaped 
up behind it to the sky. 


Off the Map 


Many drivers, I suspect, are unable to like any scenery— 
however beautiful—if they cannot find it on the map. For 
them the dingiest filling station (if located on the map) is 
more welcome than the loveliest prospect on an unknown 
road. It is fortunate that this complex did not undermine 
us past Tiverton. We had entered the town in pale sunlight; 
the church and turreted castle were almost as red as the 
fields of ploughed earth in the country around them. 
Tiverton (two ford town) is built of red sandstone, and we 
so enjoyed it that we left the place on the wrong road. We 
had wanted to cut across country to Cullompton, where 
the road leads straight to Honiton, and so on to A30. The 
driver was harassed at first, and searched for the right road 
with as much persistence as a child will hunt the thimble. 
We, however, began to like being lost among the thatched 
cottages and haystacks. 

Dyfi rounded a bend and stopped. We had arrived, by 
chance, at Cadeleigh where a bridge crossed the River Exe 
A white horse hung its nose into the stream, where duck- 
weed floated. The Trout Inn on the corner was shaded by 
a thatched roof, and ivy shone on the cream wash of its 
walls. The lawn curved on to the river. The black and 
gilt face of a church clock winked at us from a hill. The 
light had an almost metallic glint about it that made the 
stooks of corn stand out upon the hii) in gold. Even the 


baby was silent, until he suddenly shrieked “moo” at the 
horse. 

Before we saw Cullompton, we had seen every village in 
that triangle of country: Bickleigh, Silverton and Butter- 
leigh, where a tribe of white geese and ducks strutted on the 
green and then crossed the road slowly in front of us. A 
farmer, stacking his hay, was more worried than we were 
at our wanderings ; he anxiously directed us to Cullompton 
by the safest route, with our map in one hand and his pitch- 
fork in the other. We passed a man shaving in a field, and 
a grinning collie; great churns of milk stood about, and a 
man was swinging his scythe. 

At Cullompton a cow walked alone up the main street 
turning its head from one side to the other, a row of bi 
were blown silver against the grey clouds, and a boy sat 
playing carelessly with his feet. 

The road to Honiton we couldn’t lose. It led us into the 
traffic. Outside, the barns were stuffed with hay; in the 
town square, pull-ups had collected a crowd of people, who 
sat about with mugs of tea and yellow buns. There were 
other Fords just like Dyfi with grubby babies and luggage ; 
one carried a sinister black box fastened with a padlock. 
Cyclists pedalled with set faces and bags strapped to their 
backs ; a Rolls-Royce towed a caravan ; American cars occa- 
sionally sang out their horns. We felt suddenly common- 
place. Everyone was going home. 

Before Honiton, we had somehow managed to be slightly 
adventurous. But the sight of everyone doing exactly the 
same thing must kill any pioneer spirit, and we realized at 
last that we had nothing more exciting ahead of us than 
work, and the pleasure gardens in Battersea Park. 

Although we looked wistfully at all the small roads lead- 
ing from A30 we kept to the main road, for time was short. 
But when we entered Chard, I felt that nothing was worthy 
of its graceful street but a stage coach, brilliantly polished, 
with the driver sounding his horn and a change of horses 
awaiting us fresh at the inn. They say the town, built of 
yellow standstone, is named after Cerdic, the founder of the 
Kingdom of Wessex ; it is mentioned in the Domesday Book 
as Cedre. 

A boy with a large hat at Cricket St. Thomas watched us 
while we ate a haphazard tea, and when we gave him a bar 
of chocolate he dangled it thoughtfully by his side. There 
was a field of yellow mustard flower at Yeovil. The road 
cut between high banks of stone, and there were farms with 
huge stacks of hay. A white boat was trailed past us, 
towards the sea. 

We arrived in Sherborne in the evening in a soft light 
The bells from the abbey were ringing ; there was a game of 
croquet on the lawn. We garaged Dyfi and stayed there 
thankfully for the night. 

We left the town, as we had entered it, with the Abbey 
bells ringing again. There was all the noise of London 
ahead, all the peace of the West Country behind. It was the 
end of a tranquil stretch of time. We wondered whether 
the boy at Cricket St. Thomas had eaten his chocolate

1,900 Miles with a Car and Caravan 
to the South of France and Back

pleasures of a tour through France (it would require 

a more adequate pen than mine to do justice to the won- 
derful stained glass in Chartres Cathedral, or to the old walled 
city of Carcassonne) but rather a story of how one can travel 
abroad with a car and caravan while keeping comfortably 
within the present limit of £25 per head foreign currency 
allowance. 

“That’s a nice outfit you’ve got. How far do expect 
to go?” “Down to the coast of the Bay of Biscay at the 
Spanish border,” was the reply, “ and then along the Pyrenees, 
turning north at Carcassonne for Paris and home, via the 
Auvergne mountajps.” With raised eyebrows the questioner 
rejoined, “ All on £25?” This conversation with a Customs 
officer on the morning of departure from Newhaven describes 
exactly our plans for a foreign caravan tour fairly early in 
the year. 

Before telling of the journey it would be as well to make a 
brief survey of the outfit used and the expense involved. The 
towing vehicle was a 1949 Austin A.40 with slightly more 
than 31,000 miles “on the clock.” No major overhaul was 
carried out before the trip, but about 1,500 miles had elapsed 
since a careful decoking. The caravan, a three-berth Chel- 
tenham Gazelle, of roughly the same age as the Austin, 
weighed approximately 15 cwt fully loaded. 

The cost of taking the outfit across the Channel—includ- 
ing insurance—amounted to roughly £40, but this, of course, 
was paid in sterling and did not come out of the allowance 
of foreign currency. Like so many families we are two and 
a child, and therefore the allowance was £50 for ourselves, 
£15 for the daughter, and a further £15 for the car—{£80 in 
all. In spite of the poor quality and high cost of British 
Pool petrol, a few francs can be conserved by crossing the 
Channel on the outward journey with a full tank (no extra 
petrol in containers is allowed), and returning with a near- 
empty one. The French supercarburant works out at a 
little over 6s 2d a gallon, but is so good that it is equal 
to an extra gear in the box. The mileage for the whole 
journey amounted to 1,864, for which 66 gallons were used 
giving over 28 m.p.g. at a total cost of £19. 

So much for the dull, but rather important, economics. 
A calm crossing took us to Dieppe, where we almost had 
heart failure while watching the French stevedores unload 
our outfit from the hold of the Rennes. For this service 
a dock fee of 160 francs was charged. The only damage 
sustained was where the slinging wires rubbed against the

guttering of the caravan. The French Customs official 
agreed that it was a “ very good little house,” and sat on one 
of the Dunlopillo mattresses, saying that that also was very 
good; he then made his chalk mark on the tyres, and we were 
free. But those few miles of sea had taken nearly a whole 
day to put behind us. We were asked to be alongside at 
Newhaven at 7.30 a.m.; the actual sea crossing takes only 
three hours; yet it was 5.30 p.m. before we had cleared all 
formalities at Dieppe. 

It was too late to proceed farther, and the first night was 
spent on the golf links half-way between Dieppe and Pour- 
ville. This is a recognized site; the concierge is an English- 
man who went to France in the 1914-18 war, married a 
French girl and settled down in the country. If you ever 
go that way ask him to show you what the Germans did to 
the hands of a green-keeper—in an endeavour to make him 
talk of things about which he knew nothing. In return for 
a site fee of 50 francs (20 francs for the car, 10 francs per 
head for the occupants and nothing for the caravan) he 
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continued

opened the lavatories and turned on the water. The golf 
links are now non-existent; they were destroyed when the 
Channel fortifications were built by the Germans. 

Out of Dieppe the next morning we were soon slipping 
along in pelting rain. Here was no crawling on winding, 
narrow and crowded roads as in Britain, but, instead, fast 
travel over beautifully graded arterial roads, wide, level and 
straight, and carrying a low density of traffic. Even with a 
caravan it is quite easy to maintain an average of more than 
40 m.p.h. over long periods. 

The intended destination for the night was a site on the 
banks of the Loire at Vouvray, near Tours. But this site, 
which is owned by M. Leroy, a vine-grower, was still a trifle 
soft after the winter rains, and we were invited to join some 
French caravanners in a nearby orchard. At Vouvray we 
sampled some of the wine for which the area is famous. 
The vintage years are 1921, "37, ’45 and °47. 

Again staying only one night, we moved off the next 
morning, after being told that there would be nothing to 
pay; and the day’s travelling took us along the banks of the 
Loire and over to the Bay of Biscay coast at Vaux-sur-Mer— 
a small bay near Royan facing south at the mouth of the 
Gironde. Here we were made more than welcome by 
members of the French Auto Camping and i 
Club, who were holding a rally on the club’s own site. 

Rallying with the French will be the subject of some 
future commentary ; it suffices here to say how pleased they 
were to see us and how generously they awarded us the 
first prize for travelling the longest distance to their rally. 

Four days were spent in sunny idleness and chatting 
before we again moved on; this time down through the 
whole length of the Bordeaux forest to Biarritz. The Bar- 
deaux forest is about the only area where restrictions are 
both definite and enforced; and when you see the devasta- 
tion caused by the forest fires in 1949 the need for camping 
regulations becomes quite understandable.

THE Autocar. 


At the suggestion of some of our friends at the rally we 
stayed a night at an official site at a place rejoicing in the 
name of Chambre d’Amour, about a mile north of Biarritz. 
As at Vaux-sur-Mer, only the width of a road separated us 
from the sea, and it was fascinating to watch, from the cara- 
van windows, the great Atlantic rollers rise from an 
apparently glassy-calm sea, become crested and finally crash 
on to the beach. 

Although the site was not officially open, it was possible to 
leave the Gazelle there while we ran down through St. Jean- 
de-Luz to Béhobie to take a peep at the Franco-Spanish 
border post. This took only the morning, and after lunch 
we were on road N117 heading east along the Pyrenees with 
Lourdes as the objective. For nearly the whole distance the 
road follows the course of the Gave de Pau, but the lower 
road from Pau to Lourdes, which looks so attractive on the 
map, is in fact a rather horrid example of ribbon building. 

Expecting Lourdes to be crowded, we stopped at Peyrouse 
to ask a farmer’s permission to park on his ground. No one 
appeared to be about until a farmhand was found in one of 
the buildings. He was clearing-up after lunch, which had 
been taken at a table with a series of shallow depressions 
scooped out of the surface to serve as plates. 

No, the farmer was out. The farmhand didn’t know 
where, but would go and look for him. While he searched, 
we waited—getting a little anxious as time went on, because 
of the gathering nightfall. Finally, it was found that the 
owner was out in his car; so it was decided to press on. 
At this point a Roman Catholic padre appeared and in 
excellent English directed us to a site within a mile of 
Lourdes. 


Into the Pyrenees 


As you push on into mountainous country, such as the 
area we were now in, suitable sites near towns become rather 
difficult to find because of the close cultivation of any 
workable piece of land. This site at Lourdes was the 
poorest of the whole trip and, incidentally, the most expen- 
sive at 100 francs per night. On one side was the electric 
railway along which a very frequent service ran, and on the 
other side were a main road and a weir. 

What was lost in noise, however, was more. than made up 
for in the picturesque beauty. By day all the moun- 
tains and the Roman Catholic shrine build up an unforget- 
table outline; by night the illuminated Cross on the top of 
one of the mountains gives the appearance of a Christmas 
card come to life. The town itself is a souvenir hunter’s 
paradise. 

A trip made from Lourdes was well worth while. The 
caravan was left on the site, and the A.40 sailed along uphill 
to Cauterets and on through a mountain road with numerous 
hairpin bends to Pont d’Espagne in the Hautes Pyrénées, 
where the road peters out—and so did the A.40, with a 
vapour lock in the fuel system. This was the only mechani- 
cal trouble of the whole trip, and it was easily remedied 
with a handful of snow held against the petrol pump. 

Pont d’Espagne is 5,000ft high, and the A.40 was left to 
cool down while we climbed on foot over the snow round

The following morning saw us on road N21, en route for 


Montrejeau via Tarbes. For a while we thought of going on 
the second-class road through Bagnéres, but close inspection 
of the map showed too many sections of more than | in 10 
for us to be happy with a caravan so far from home. (In 
case of trouble, incidentally, it is useful to remember that 
there are agents for many of the popular makes of British 
cars at Bayonne and Biarritz.) Even so the first-class road 
from Tarbes over the du Plantaurel mountains is quite hilly 
in places, but the grading is, as usual, excellent. 

While driving on these roads it is interesting to speculate 
on when the French gave up putting their towns on the 
tops of hills and started building them in the depths of the 
valleys. Every old city sits perched high in the air, whereas 
those of more recent date are approached by steep downhill 
roads with an equal climb to get out at the other side. 

The day’s driving brought us to a roadside stop near St.- 
Gaudéric—a convenient jumping-off place for Carcassonne 
the next morning. During the night a thunderstorm built 
up, having the most peculiar characteristics. On several 
occasions the thunder took the form of one loud “ bomp” 
without. either crack, roll or echo. So much did this 
resemble something hitting the ground that I instinctively 
waited either for an explosion or for the ground to shake. 

Carcassonne is a marvellous old walled city—the happy 
hunting ground of the tourists of many decades. A conducted 
tour over the ancient city at 50 francs per head is well worth 
while. I know of no city more photogenic than Carcassonne. 
Much of it, of course, has been reconstructed, but great care 
has been taken that the work done should be real reconstruc- 
tion and not merely daubs of cement attempting to hold the 
ancient fabric together. 


The Economics of Feeding 


An idea of the prices current in the south of France can 
be judged by a luncheon taken at the 4 la Grillade in 
Carcassonne. Three enormous pork chops with fried 
potatoes, salad, pineapple in Kirsch, Gruyére cheese, wine, 
Perrier and coffee. came to slightly less than 1,400 francs 
(about £1 9s) including service. 

Immediately on arrival in France one becomes a gastro- 
nome, but even when one is caravanning the francs have 
to be watched. On some days we fed ourselves entirely; on 
others, when we intended staying the night in the country- 
side, lunch was taken in a restaurant and an evening meal 
cooked in the van. When it was intended to spend the night 
oh a town site, a picnic luncheon served as a midday meal, 
and dinner in the evening was taken out. Wine is extremely 
cheap in the country districts. 

From Carcassonne our road turned northward, leaving the 
Pyrenees behind, and heading for the Auvergne mountains, 
via Albi and Rodez. This is most attractive country, but 
it is very strenuous from the towing point of view. Long, 
stiff climbs had to be made, at times to more than 2,000ft, 
but never was the A.40 required to use bottom gear. 
Scarcely five miles were passed anywhere without a spot 
suitable for a night stop presenting itself. To anyone from 
Britain this area has the added charm of having a consider- 
able bird population. 

Varying road heights had the effect of altering the seasons. 
The valleys at that time were equal to early summer in 
England, whereas a climb usually brought trees unclothed 
with leaves. The whole of the Auvergne country is a paradise 
for caravanning, whether on the British system of staying 
always in the countryside or in the French style of stopping 
for the night in the town squares. 

Both styles were tried. One night was spent on a piece 
of old road left where a mountain road had been straight- 
ened; this gave a nice hard standing, with a nearby piece 
of green where the lavatory tent could be erected, and 
with a mountain stream to provide soft water for washing. 
A second night in the Auvergnes was spent on the banks of 
the River Allier near Issoire, and a third in the town of 
Nevers. Here was a kind of esplanade along the banks of

the River Loire. To us it appeared somewhat insolent to 
park one’s van in such a place, but the local gendarme could 
not understand why anyone should even bother to ask for 
permission over such a trivial matter. 

That night we were lulled to sleep by the murmur of the 
Loire as it hurried its way over the shallows; and until dark 
and again from shortly after dawn came a procession of 
French women down to the riverside to kneel in their 
curious knee-boxes while the family washing was soaped, 
slapped, banged and rinsed in the river. 

On such a tour as this it can be said that the country 
north of Nevers is mostly without interest. The ground is 
flat and completely cultivated; picnic spots are few. 

But there is Paris; and a trip to France without spending 
some time in that magical city is unthinkable—even for the 
hardiest, dyed in the wool, open-air caravanner. We were 
fortunate in that we had friends (M. Lagrange, the agent for 
MLA.R.C. caravans) with whom we could stay, but the club 
site on the south side of the city at Bagneux, is available 
to anyone holding an I.F.C.C. card. 

A pressing invitation to stay another week-end in order 
to visit M. Defontaine’s site in the forest at Fontainebleau 
had to be reluctantly but firmly refused (M. Defontaine is the 
president of the French Auto Camping and Caravanning 
Club). Instead, the dull journey to Dieppe was made in 
Preparation for the following day’s Channel crossing. 

Our last few precious litres of supercarburant were spent 
sailing past the Sunday evening Brighton road traffic as it 
pinked its tortuous way homeward. The most surprised 
person connected with the trip was the bank manager—when 
we handed back slightly more than one-third of our 
travellers’ cheques.

T must be made clear that the car tested was, in fact, a 1931 
4-litre Bentley because, excepting those Bentley enthusiasts 
who know all the models well, there must be many readers 

who are unaware of, or have forgotten, the existence of a small 
number of these 4-litre cars. The chassis was the last to be 
offered to the public before the advent in Bentley history of 
Rolls-Royce. In a sense the car may be described as having 
started a trend which R-R promptly consolidated, for the 
characteristics of the 4-litre six-cylinder were quietness in 
running compared with earlier models, and less emphasis on 
sheer performance. 

The car tested, which was provided for the purpose by Raw- 
lings Brothers, Ltd., Rawlings Garage, 87a, Cromwell Road, 
London, S.W.7, was fitted with a four-seater saloon body by 
H. J. Mulliner, finished in light blue and black. It had suffered 
little from any type of decay, the doors all closing tightly and 
the body as a whole being free from rattles. The cellulose was 
well polished, and the brown leather upholstery and brown 
carpets were sound, although naturally showing their age a little. 
The beautifully made engine, with twin S.U. carburettors and 
neatly laid out “plumbing,” was extremely clean and free 
from oil leaks. 

General performance was good, if not really vivid compared 
with that of some Bentley models, and the considerable power 
could be used effectively without “rowing” with the gear lever. 
The car would travel majestically in top gear for mile after mile 
at good speed and with no sign whatsoever of engine distress, 
at the same time showing its heels to most other cars. 

The non-synchromesh gear box was of the type which insists 
on the driver getting to know it well, and thereafter is at once 
an obedient servant and a pleasure to operate. The steering 
was free from excessive play and not unduly heavy when the 
considerable weight of the car was remembered. Typical of 
the quality of manufacture was the way in which everything 
worked so well, just as if some 21 years of life had been 
merely a running-in period. The suspension, for example, was 
equipped with Telecontrols, with the control knob and pressure 
gauge on the facia, and the whole mechanism operated as well 
as ever. The brakes were remarkably adequate for present-day 
road conditions, and the bus-like hand brake lever was really 
positive. 

Controls included levers at the steering wheel boss for igni- 
tion advance and retard, throttle setting, and mixture. On the 
facia were neat instruments, marked white on black, for speed, 
oil pressure, water temperature, and so on; and refinements 
included a cigarette lighter, opening windscreen and sliding roof. 
— life remained in four of the tyres, only the spare being 


This car was altogether satisfying, the general condition being 
remarkably good. The only fault was an onset of fuel starva- 
tion trouble which upset the performance figures, and which was 
subsequently as being an air leak in the Autovac 
system caused by a faulty fibre washer.

economical motoring combined with the refinement of a 

“real” car and a useful, lively performance. And among 
the best known Eights is the Morris, which has always been hard 
to beat on m.p.g. and refinement, and which has always been 
a particularly willing worker on the road. The 1947 model 
tested was provided by Brew Brothers, Ltd., 133, Old Brompton 
Road, London, S.W.7, and it was the two-door version complete 
with a sunshine roof; that fitting so dear to British motorists 
but which has largely disappeared during the export drive. 

The car had recently been recellulosed in black, and it must 
be emphasized that a very good job had been made of it. The 
result was the appearance virtually of a new car, and, indeed, 
it was only knowledge of its real age, and relating this to the 
gleaming cellulose, that prompted detection of the new paint. 
The chromium plating was in keeping, combining to give a 
completely glittering exterior appearance. The upholstery and 
carpets were brown and so clean and free from wear that five 
years would never have been estimated as the life of the car on 
casual inspection. Only the interior roof lining showed age, 
and this was primarily because there had been a leak at some 
time at the rear end of the sliding roof. 

The very clean engine was easy to start, and pulled well with- 
out use the mixture control quite soon after starting from 
cold. There is something about the willingness of the Morris 
Eight engine in good condition which this particular car had 
in full measvre; the way it revs so freely in the intermediate 
gears, transmitting its power via the four-speed gear box, and 
the way in which it is content to romp along on the open road 
without protest at any speed within its capability. Never was 
there any engine smell inside the car or any suggestion that all 
was not well mechanically. The synchromesh on the three 
upper gears worked smoothly, the only sign of mechanical wear 
and tear being occasional fediter when changing down into third 


I: Britain the Eight has become the accepted standard for 


at the higher end of this gear’s speed range. The oil pressure 
always remained round the 50-plus mark. 

The steering was very light, quick and positive; and the sus- 

sion was taut, and backed up by effective spring 

he brakes were thoroughly up to their job and the feature of 
a good hand brake lever between the seats was appreciated. 

Two of the tyres were good, two rather more worn, and only 
one (the spare) rather poor. A complete tool kit was included 
in the equipment, with a jack and tyre pump. All the instru- 
ments were working well, apart from slight stickiness of the 
fuel gauge pointer in the lower part of its arc. Apart from the

The Story of Goldie Gardner’s Recent Record Runs 


ELL, Goldie has done it again. 
The “hot-rod” school that 
convened at Utah’s Bonne- 
ville Salt Beds at the end of August 
suffered a hard blow when, a few days 
before they arrived, a 1,800 Ib car from 
went at over 200 mp.h. 

using a 1,250 c.c. M.G. TD engine. 
On August 16, American newspapers 
informed their readers that Lt.-Col. 
Goldie Gardner had that day gone into 
a spin at 193 m.p.h., that his car had 
been demolished and its driver severely 
injured. An immediate call to Bonne- 
ville Salt Beds a Ig at Wend- 
over, Utah, produced soothing 
voice of Nuffield’s Mr. Dick + Bom who 
assured me that the car and its driver 
were in sound condition. A few hours 
later I was in Wendover, listening to 
Goldie telling the story. 

It had been an 


screaming 
full throttle, Goldie’s “ Magic Midget ” 

abruptly swung its nose inward. 
Gardner corrected, but slick salt and 
equally slick “bald tread” tyres sent 
him into a 3,000ft skid. At a good 
150 m.p.h. the car struck a course 
marker—a_ six-foot with a three- 
foot square sign at its top. The pole 
hit the side of the car and the sign- 
board crashed down on the plastic 
bubble which encloses the driver’s

head. The turned to splinters, 
many of which embedded themselves 
in Goldie’s face and glanced off his 
goggles. The sign itself strock his 
head, which was protected by only a 
linen helmet. Stunning as the impact 
was, Gardner retained consciousness 
and stopped the car. 

That was when the 10-mile circle 
was attacked with Nufficld’s experi- 
mental, 2-litre, single-overhead-cam- 
shaft engine. It was after 80 miles had 
been covered that the — took 
place, after Gardner had lapped con- 
sistently at about 154 m.p.h. and had 
gathered up 14 new International

and American National Class E records. 

The manifest power of the experi- 
mental 2-litre engine convinced Goldie 
that it should be tried on the sprint 
course, although the high-boost power 
unit prepared by the factory specifically 
for sprints had not been ready in time 
to be shipped to Utah. He tackled the 
94-mile straightaway course with the 
engine in its original long-distance 
“endurance tune.” Gardner entered 
the mile traps at better than 190 m.p.h. 
—some 5 m.p.h. better than the existing 
record. But a third of the way down 
the course violent noises emerged from 
the engine and he shut off: he had lost 
a piston. Still, he had covered the first 
third of the mile at a clocked 192.7 


. and, coasting the rest of the distance, 


covered the mile at 177.4! Goldie 
believes that, with fair luck, the car 
with this engine could cover the mile 
at 197 m.p.h. 

Two days were devoted to installing 
the Class F engine, and on the morn- 
ing of August 20 we were on the salt 
at dawn to witness the record attack. 
The last trace of wind died away by 
8 a.m. and Gardner announced that he 
was ready to run. Syd Enever, chief 
planning engineer of M.G., slipped into 
the cockpit and warmed the engine for 
about two minutes, motoring slowly 
around the pit area. the stan- 
dard tyres and wheels were removed 
and replaced by a set specially pre- 
pared by Dunlop. These are abso- 
lutely bald and the rubber is only one 
millimetre thick. Hard plugs were 
installed, Gardner took his place in the 
cockpit and was pushed on his way at 
8.05 a.m. 

As revs mounted, the bark of the four 
tiny cylinders changed rapidly to a 
clean and steady scream. Long after 
the car had disappeared in the distance 
the scream kept the pits advised that 
all was well with the blown TD. We 
had “walkie-talkie” communication 
between pits, timing stand, and the far 
end of the course. One of the first 
figures flashed to us was 195.75 m. — ! 
At the end of his return run 
first words were to Enever—* We'd 
better have a chat. We seem to have 
something here.” 

Rapid adjustments were made and 
the car was ready for another two-way 
run. This time 202 m.p.h. proved to 
be the best the car could do. Five-

mile and ten-kilometre records were 
concentrated upon and were gained, 
then it was decided to change to a 
lower rear -axle ratio, substituting 
2.8 to 1 gears for 2.9.

STOP LIGHTS 
A Practical Suggestion 


[64408.}—May I suggest two improvements to stop light 
switches, which may help Mr. Clive Leedam [64338], and also 
may interest the Derbyshire police. 

To effect the quickest response to the foot on the brake pedal, 
could we not use a flattened horn switch and fasten this under 
the rubber pad cover of the brake pedal? Insulation would be 
Necessary to prevent any earthing, but the stop light would 
operate even before the brakes were applied. 

A method I used on a Ford Eight, whose stop light switch was 
always filling with water and becoming inoperative, was to make 
a mercury type switch by inserting two assorted length wires 
through the cork of a small phial, and placing a puddle of mer- 
cury at the bottom. The switch was then connected to extension 
wires from the disconnected manual (or pedal, for purists) switch 
and taped on to the stem of the brake pedal. A little experiment 
was needed to fix the wires in the phial to the correct length so 
that, when the-phial was tipped by the movement of the brake 
pedal, the mercury contacted each. 


The main snag in either of these schemes is the flexible wiring 
to the pedal top, or stem, but I believe that the undercarriage 
type of switch is subject to water and dirt, broken springs, 
and so on. and is capable of improvement. Have any of your 
readers tried an inertia type of ball or mercury switch for this 
purpose ? Ertc Epwarps.

[64409.]|—May I be permitted to comment on the letters, in the 
issue of August 15, concerning stop lights, from Mr. E. D. 
Nichol [64368] and Mr ). Iddins [64369]? It would 
appear that there are considerable possibilities in the 
fitting of a mercury-operated switch to replace the conventional 
type, as, when suitably mounted, such a switch would operate 
on the surge provided by rapid deceleration, and this is precisely 
the point at which to provide a warning signal. 

Careful consideration would naturally have to be given to the 
design of such an instrument, but basically it has the attraction of 
depending on absolute forces rather than the pressure of the 
driver’s foot on the brake pedal. This may vary with different 
cars of the same model. 

With regard to your correspondent Mr. Iddins, I have an 
“L” series Vauxhall Wyvern embodying a fluid pressure swiich, 
but find this rather unsatisfactory. The switch originally fitted 
operated at very low brake pedal pressures, but I had occasion to 
replace it owing to leakage, and now find that the pressure neces- 
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sary to operate the replacement switch is such as to cause the 
wheels to lock. 

Possibly this experience may be unfortunate in that my 
present switch may not conform at all to the general trend, but I 
feel that this may be an argument in favour of the use of an 
instrument functioning entirely on deceleration, e.g., a mercury- 
operated switch. Being hermetically sealed the latter should 
give no service trouble, but it will be interesting to have the 
views of readers on the question. A. M. HALL.

DORKING REPLIES 
Visiting Motorists are Welcome 


[64410.]|—The attention of my Chamber has been drawn to your 
comments in your issue of August 29 under the heading “ Danger 
of Dorking.”

ZEBRA CROSSINGS 
The Danger of a Self-righteous Attitude 


[64411.]—A few days ago, passing through the Somerset town 
of Keynsham, I was interested to see small notices attached to 
the beacon posts of zebra crossings, and obviously intended for 
pedestrians, reading ‘Give the driver time to stop.” I do not 
know if this is a local idea, perhaps for the recent “ Safety 
Week,” or whether it is intended to have these on a national 
scale. In either case I must suggest that this insistence on 
“Stop” may do more harm than good in its implication that 
it is necessary every time the crossing is used. 

Only in very few cases, of life-or-death haste, is it necessary 
for a pedestrian to cause a motorist to bring his vehicle to an 
abrupt halt, and, indeed, for one deliberately to do so must surely 
seem an unreasonable use of the crossing as a safety device. 
Yet more and more pedestrians seem to be insisting on this 
as their right, and, although the safest time to cross the road 
is obviously when it is clear and there is ample time to cross 
before a distant car afrives, they will purposefully stand upon 
the crossing until the approaching motorist, who has already 
accorded them precedence by slowing to 4 crawl, has to come to 
a complete stop 

I witnessed a typical example of this inconsideration while 
walking recently. At a zebra crossing, with a clear view in 
either direction for a considerable distance, a man, a woman, 
and a small boy were standing on the pavement. A car was 
approaching nearly three hundred yards away. I naturally 
crossed without any hesitation, and the small boy started to 
follow me. I heard the man growl at the boy—** Come back, 
make him stop!” At the other side I turned to watch. 

The driver of the approaching car had slackened speed but, 
seeing the child called back, and that the people on the pave- 
ment stood there all the time they were in his view with no 
sign of intending to cross, he accelerated again. As he did so 
the whole party, apparently having heard that cars can stop 
in their own length, stepped off and stopped right in his path. 
The driver justified their belief—it was a very new car—but 
had it been an older vehicle, or had the road been wet, nothing 
could have saved them, and the resultant outcry can well be 
imagined. 

The pedestrian is, of course, already bound by law to use these 
crossings in a reasonable manner, and it is actually an offence to 
pause or loiter when on a crossing, but might it not be possible 
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continued 


for the law to be more strongly enforced—particularly in cases 
such as the above ? 

Further to this, the layout cf some crossings is such as to 
invite disaster, chiefly those where pedestrians, suddenly cem- 
ing from behind a high wall, are over a narrow pavement and 
on the crossing in a couple of steps. To put the whole onus 
of responsibility on the motorist under such conditions would 
seem a particularly unfair discrimination in favour of that far 
more manceuvrable road user, the pedestrian

LUBRICATION 
Effect of Low Viscosity Oils on Worn Engines 


(64412.]—I read your Editorial in the issue of August 22 with 
interest, and could not agree more that some clarification of 
the position regarding low viscosity oils would be welcome. 

It appears to me that the most serious shortcoming of these 
oils is the lack of cushioning effect between the teeth of gears 
in the engine. In a new engine, of course, where all clearances 
are at a minimum, this would probably be of little consequence, 
but, in a worn one, surely wear would be further accelerated 
by this lack of cushioning? 

With regard to detergent oils and the use of colloidal graphite 
running-in compounds, I have heard it said that a straight 
mineral oil should be used during the initial period, a change 
being made to a detergent oil after the graphite has had time 
to penetrate the pores of the metal. Joseru Moss.

Dangerous Side Effects of Dexedrine Unlikely 


|64416.|—Your correspondent, Mr. W. B. Rowntree {64396}, 
appears to have fallen into the common error of isolating a 
sentence from its context in order to draw from it a totally 
erroneous conclusion. I am unable to tell from his letter just 
how great is his experience of the amphetamine drugs, but I 
would remind him that it is unwise to draw genera! conclusions 
as to the behaviour of any drug from one or two isolated cases 
Out of an experience amounting to nearly a hundred cases, and 
extending over four years, in this practice, I have yet to find 
any patient complaining of serious side effects following the 
administration of Dexedrine. It is true, as I pointed out in my 
article [The Autocar, August 1], that, under condiuions of extreme 
fatigue, it ean result, in some people, in a state of mild and 
transient confusion, but it is far less liable in this respect than 
some of the other members of this group of drugs. This ten- 
dency towards confusion is a personal idiosyncrasy on the part 
of the individual taking the drug, and can easily be avoided by 
giving it a trial run first, when the confusing effects are easily 
apparent. 

It is the other drugs in the group which are the most likely 
to cause undesirable side effects, and it was the desire to wara 
competitors against the use of these drugs which was my main 
object in writing the article. It is important to realize that these 
side effects are the result of certdin impurities in the drugs, and, 
to that end, I always prescribe the proprietary Dexedrine, which 
is available in a more highly purified form, rather than the 
cheaper National Formulary equivalent Dextroamphetamine 
Sulphate. 

If Mr. Rowntree will take the trouble to re-read my article 
he will see that, after detailing the possible unpleasant side 
effects of the other compounds, I went on to say, “ Undoubtedly 
the best and safest drug is Dexedrine It is more or less 
reliable, and appears tv be free from unpleasant side effects.” 
This is not meant to imply that Dexedrine is completely safe, 
whatever that may mean), but states that, of the drugs available, 
the safest, i.c., the one least likely to cause trouble, is 
Dexedrine. Moreover, I was careful to point out, in a succeed- 
ing paragraph, that even this should not be used for the first 
time in a rally, since its effect could not be predicted with cer- 
tainty. I was also careful to complete the prescription by saying, 
* It is important that the dose should not be repeated unless sleep 
has intervened.” Taken in conjunction with the statement that 
the effect persists for up to eight hours the frequency of dosage 
should be obvious. 

When used medicinally, for the treatment of obesity, depres- 
sion, narcolepsy and other pathological states, the administration 
of Dexedrine is continued for a considerable period, often 
amounting .o weeks. It 1s highly unlikely that, in the dosage 
mentioned in the article, it will interfere with the enjoyment of 
food, tobacco, or alcohol of any driver, and the suggestion that 
it may do so, by Mr. Rowntree, is quite unwarrantable and 
grossly misleading. Moreover, if he had had any practical 
experience of motor rallies he would know that opportunities for 
self-indulgence during a motor rally are severely limited ! 

With reference to the potential drug experimenter, it is, of 
course, true that these drugs can be obtained only upon pre- 


scripuon. I did not feel called upon, however, to make use 


of the pages of The Autocar to proffer advice which is more

regard to the ignorance of some of my confréres on this subdject, 


to throw a little light upon what has hitherto appeared to me 
to be rather a dark corner. The majority of practising 
judging from the conversations I have had with other rally 


drivers, have little knowledge of the conditions experienced by 
competitors in long-distance rallies, and find difficulty in giving 
accurate advice when consulted on the problem. Your corre- 
spondent’s use of the terms “trials run” and “trial drivers” 
when he meant motor rallies and rally drivers suggests that he, 
too, is somewhat ill-informed upon this subject

ing 42.55 sec in his Cooper, cutting out 
late for the S bend. C. A. N. May, also 
in a Cooper, got down to under 43 sec 
on his first run, actually 42.98 sec. So 
did H. L. Williams in his Cooper with 
42.17 sec. Although he was a shade too 
fast into the S he held the resulting slide 
in masterly manner, W. Nicholson, B.S.A. 
test rider, handled his blown B.S.A.- 
engined Kieft in style, had plenty of urge 
in his engine, but the car developed a 
mighty slide through the S and probably 
lost a couple of seconds: time 46.15 sec. 
On his second run Nicholson made no 
mistake and improved this to 44.20 sec. 
Summers’ Kumbang was too high geared, 
and C. G. Arengo’s Arengo seemed to 
have the same complaint. Fay Taylour 
got her Cooper off the mark well and 
recorded 45.62 sec, improving it to 45.26. 

Finally .Ken Wharton closed the class 
in a Kieft instead of a Cooper, and in 
spite of a poor start rocketed up to the 
S, slid a little and was away to the finish, 
time 41.51 sec. His class record, also in 
a Kieft, is 40.80 sec, made last September. 
His second run took 41.64 sec. Few im-

On second runs Webb improved his 
time to 42.85 sec, Fisher got the Amilcar 
up in 47.19 sec, Rupert Instone with 
plastered nose made amends for his first 
mistake with 41.98, Cecil Heath knocked 
2.1 sec off his Cooper's first time of 43.46 
sec and Bennett gave a terrific gs 
formance of 39.92 sec, sliding in the S 
but holding it well. 

Only Michael Christie in his 1,107 c.c. 
Cooper-J.A.P. and Jack Smith with his 
blown 1,492 c.c. Bugatti fought out the 
1,101 to 1,500 racing class. Christie 
made two faultless runs with well con- 
trolled slides through the S in 38.57 and 
38.08 sec, thus beating Peter Collins’ pre- 
vious class record of 38.70 sec.

By comparison the production sports 
cars of 1,101 to 1,500 were tame, but the 
cars were well handled. Star performer 
was G. A. Ruddock in the Lester-M.G., 
clocking 46.05 and 45.47 sec, thus wrest- 
ing from J. S. Pritchard’s H.R.G. the 
class record of 50.54 sec. Best of the 
several H.R.G.s was A. O. Gosnell, best 
time 50.73 sec on his second run.

The acrobatics of the passen- 
gers in the “chairs” certainly provided 
thrills, but, strangely enough, not one fell 
out! 
Class 9 for 1,501 to 3,000 c.c. racing 
cars was good. From the bend the high- 
pitched Bugatti scream was heard again 
and P. J. Stubberfield’s blown 2.3-litre 
model, now 26 years old, and once belong- 
ing to George Duller and also George 
Eyston, was obviously getting ready. But 
first J. B. Norris brought the blown 1,970 
cc. Alta up in fine style, avoiding any 
slides and using its obvious power to best 
advantage. No time lost, 42.87 sec. 

Stubberfield handled the screaming 
Bugatti beautifully, time 41.32 sec. Siev- 
wright’s 2-litre model was also impressive, 
45.05 sec. Then Basil Davenport’s mon- 
strous G.N. Spider thundered up, the 
driver obviously needing three hands but 
somehow managing with two, 43.12 sec. 
Another 2.3 Bugatti, R. Henderson’s now, 
but once Louis Chiron’s, was handled by 
Henderson as it might have been by 
Chiron, fast into the bends, but always 
under control, 41.92 sec. Three slower 
Bugattis came, and then Ken Whar- 
ton driving Peter Bell's 2-litre E.R.A.

37.01 sec, the car running perfectly and 
being held all the way by the master at 
the wheel, 37.82 sec 

In this class quite a number improved 
on the second ~_% Stubberfield to 40.96, 
Sievwright to 42.71, Davenport to 42.52, 
Dick Henderson oe 41 30, with a surge of 
power in the S, and finally Ken Wharton 
sec without a trace of slide 

More production sports cars followed, 
1,501 to 3,000, led by H. Sutcliffe’s white 
Mille Miglia Frazer-Nash, which swept 
through the S with tyres squealing to re- 
cord 43.64 sec. Ken Rudd's blue Silver- 
stone Healey held the road well and re- 
corded 48.06 sec. A couple of Morgans, 
Robertson and John Moore up, were im- 
pressive, then George Abecassis brought 
the Aston Martin DB3 up in its Shelsley 
debut in 42.78 sec and finally Ken Whar- 
ton’s Frazer-Nash swished up fast and 
steady in 42.26 sec. On second runs the 
DB3 time was improved to 42.28 sec but 
maestro Ken Wharton actually appeared 
to miss a gear! 

Racing cars over three litres came next, 
and with Dennis Poore unavoidably ab- 
sent it was a duel between W. Goodwin's 
Alvis-engined Goodwin and “ T. Dryver ” 
in B. Hopcott’s Meph’gatti. Goodwin 
handled a slide in the S nicely and re- 
turned 40.94 sec as his first and better run.

HE relay race at Silverstone was all 

that could possibly have been ex- 

pected of it, and even more; some of 
the remarkabie things which happened in 
the course of that event would have done 
credit to a Laurel and Hardy film, not to 
mention the Marx brothers. Seriously, it 
was excellent racing and extremely good 
training for a lot of people, and the 750 
Club—mainly in the person of Holland 
Birkett—deserves considerable commenda- 
tion for the imagination displayed in the 
organization and the efficiency with which 
it was carr.ed out. 

“ Sammy who was present in the 
august capacity of R.A.C. steward, en- 
joyed it all enormously, remarking that it 
took him back to the free-and-easy atmos- 
phere of some of the Brooklands events 
of years ago; and he was particularly 
happy to discover that one of the winning 
team of Singers was the identical car in 
which he did an inadvertent somersault 
in a Tourist Trophy race on the Ards 
circuit in the nineteen-thirties. 

Shelsley also seems to have been back 
to its old form, which is a good thing 
after the sad cancellation of its earlier date 
this year. Ken Wharton has obviously got 
things fairly well buttoned up on the Wor- 
cestershire incline, having scored first and 
second fastest times of the day (in two 
different cars), won his class also in a 
third car, and been a member of the 
winning teams for a!l three team prizes! 
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HE R.A.C. has now issued a revised 

version of its regulations governing 
vehicles taking part in trials and rallies; 
the new regulations apply only to trials 
proper, and entries for the 1953 R.A.C 
Trials Championship will be required to 
comply with them. Other clubs organizing 
trials are recommended to utilize them 
for their events next year; but if they 
prefer they will be free to continue with 
the previous regulations, issued by the 
RAC, in 

Points from the new regulations of 
especial interest include the following: if 
the chassis is not of a type catalogued and 
marketed, of which at least 50 examples 
have been or are being produced (certain 
modifications are permitted to standard 
chassis), the wheelbase must be not less 
than the following minima. For an 850 c.c. 
car, 6ft 3in; 1,350 c.c., 6ft 6in; 2,500 c.c., 
7ft Oin; above 2,500 c.c., 7ft 6in. The 
engine shall be located so that the centre 
of the foremost sparking plug orifice is 
not more than one-fifth of the actual 
wheelbase aft of a line connecting the 
centre of the front wheel hubs, or one- 
eighth of the wheelbase if there is not an 
Operative water radiator mounted in front 
of the eng:ne. These measurements will 
be calculated to the nearest inch and, if 
more than one engine ts fitted, will be 
made to the foremost plug orifice of the 
rearmost engine. If the body is not of a 
type catalogued and marketed by the 
chassis manufacturer or an approved 
coachbuilder, it must be capable of carry- 
ing at least one passenger in addition to

the driver, and they must occupy fixed 
seats of which the rearmost portions are 
not behind a line connecting the centres 
of the rear wheel hubs. The rearmost 
portion of any additional seats shall not 
be more than 15in behind the same line. 
No part of any seat cushion shall be less 
than 6in below the top edge of the body 
side or door at an adjacent point with the 
seat occupied. There must be a complete 
and rigid floor in the cockpit; the trans- 
mission system must be beneath the floor 
or secured in casings or covers of solid 
material; wings must be rigid and cover 
the full width of the tyres, and if of metal, 
must have wired, rolled or beaded edges. 
An effective windscreen or two separate 
aero screens shall be fitted. The over- 
hang at the rear of the car must not exceed 
one-third of the wheelbase, except for a 
standard body with no specia! extensions 
beyond those necessary for carrying an 
additional spare wheel as close as possible 
to the body. 

These regulations show a_ reasoned 
approach to a difficult problem, and have 
been produced after particular consultation 
with the clubs organizing the Champion- 
ship Qualifying Trials, the Associations of 
Northern and Midland Car Clubs, and the 
B.T.D.A, It is to be hoped that all clubs 
will adopt them in the interests of stan- 
dardization; the R.A.C. hopes that they 
will be operative for at least three years, 
but does not wish to bind itself to any 
period until the opportunity has been 
taken of observing them in operation. 
Copies of the full regulations may be 
obtained from the Competitions Depart- 
ment, R.A.C., Pall Mall, London, S.W.1.

“THE race meeting at the Grenzlandring 

last Sunday was a fierce testing ground 
for formula 3 cars. The course measures 
5.596 miles, is roughly pear-shaped, and 
has a smooth concrete surface. It is very 
fast and demands from five-hundreds flat- 
out speed all the way. At the start, 
Brandon’s Cooper-Norton shot into the 
lead, with Brown and Moss (in similar 
cars), and John Cooper, in the record- 
breaking streamlined Cooper, following; 
then Brown passed Brandon into the lead, 
but at the end of the first lap the stream- 
lined (John) Cooper was in front of them 
all, gathering even more speed. Un- 
happily, Brown's Cooper suffered engine 
trouble and retired. 

For lap after lap the order remained the 
same, John Cooper—Brandon—Moss. 
Cooper’s lead was substantial, increasing 
from 57s to Im 32s, and finally he widened 
the difference to over 2m. Behind Moss, 
Weeke, a local driver in the WRS1, tried 
hard to keep up with the first three, but 
the pace was too hot and his car fell back. 
Cooper was travelling at something over 
125 m.p.h. on the long straight. Behind 
him, Moss was challenging Brandon, and 
on the last lap made a tremendous effort. 
When they crossed the finishing line, there 
was a wheel's breadth between them— 
Brandon in second place, Moss third. 
Driving the new Scampolo-Norton, H.
